Department Certification 

1. On Decembei 29,2003, the City of Pittsbn^ (the “City”), a city of the second class, 
was designated a financially (fistressed municipality pursuant to the Municipalities 
Financial Recovery Act, codified at S3 P.S. § 11701.101 et seq. 

2. On February 12,2004, pursuant to Intergovernmental Cooperation Authorily Act for 
Cities of the Second Class Act (the “Act”), S3 P.S. § 28101 et seq., tiie General 
Assembly establi^ed the Intergovernmental Cooperation Authority for Cities of the 
Second Cl^s (the “IC A”) to “remedy the... fiscal emergency confix}nting cities of the 
second class” and to “operate cpncurrently and equally with the . . . Municipalities 
Financial Recovery Acti” 

3. Under the Act, the Secretary of the Department of Community and Economic 
Development (the “Secretary”) may certify that the ICA is no longer needed if the board 
for the ICA has approved the City’s annual operating budgets and five-year financial 
plans for at least the tinee immediately preceding years. S3 P.S. § 28204(a). However, 
the Secretary “may not certify tiiat the [AJuthority is no longer necessary . .. nirril 







oversight is terminated under... the Municipalities Financial Recovery Act, or June 
30,2019, whichever is later.” Id at § 28204(b). 

4. On February 12, 2018, the Secretary issued a departmental determination and order 
terminating the status of the City as a distressed municipality under the Municipalities 
Financial Recovery Act 

5. The ICA approved the City’s annual operating budgets and five-year financial plans in 
the three years immediately preceding the termination of the City’s status as a 
distressed municipality.
